Henry H. Carter of Frank¬ 
fort, a native of Morgan coun¬ 
ty and for 24 years a state 
official in Frankfort, died in 
Good Samaritan Hospital in 
Lexington Wednesday morn¬ 
ing at 6:30. He was 66. 

Mr. Carter submitted to 
surgery June 11 for a hemorr¬ 
haging ulcer, and for a time 
improved gradually. But 
hemorrhaging started again 
Tuesday night, and death j 
came early next morning. 

Mr. Carter was born August 
30, 1903 at Malone, Morgan 
County, a son of Bill Carter 
cf West Liberty, and the late 
Alice Wells Carter. 

Mr. Carter long a stalwart 
Democrat leader, had been I 
elected four times to state J 
offices after serving as State 
Banking Commissionor thro¬ 
ugh appointment by Gov. ] 
Earl C. Clements. 

He was first elected Secre¬ 
tary of State, then State 
Treasurer, again Secretary of 
State, and six years ago as j 
State Auditor. He retired 
from public service at the end 
of his term as State Auditor j 
two years ago. 

Mr. Carter was widely 
known throughout the state, 
having made stalwart friends 
in every county during his 
24 years of service in Frank¬ 
fort. 

Mr. Carter started a career 
in banking, and served for a 
time as teller in the Commer¬ 
cial Bank in West Liberty.

Drillers Past 8,500 Ft. 
Haven’t Hit Granite 


May Have To Drill 
300 to 400 Ft. More, 
View of Geologist 

Drillers for Monitor Petroleum 
were down to 8.500 feet Wed 
nesday in their deep-test well in 
Elliott, but they had not yet 
hit the granite and were con¬ 
tinuing their drilling. 

Monitor geologists had estim 
ated depth of the granite, or [ 
basement rork, at 8.500 feet at 
the site of the well. 

“We have already reached our 1 
estimate for the basement, but 
haven’t hit the granite yet,' 
said J. Donald Silherman. pre¬ 
sident of Monitor and its chief j 
geologist. 

Silberman said Wednesday the ' 
rotary rig was making about one 
foot every 10 to 12 minutes in 
the hard sandy dolomite or 
basal sand, but he estimated 
they would have to go another 
300 to 400 feet to reach the gra¬ 
nite. 

Silberman said they had not 
found any promising pays in the 
Rome, and that they planned to 
drill on down to the granite. 

Meanwhile. Monitor's No. 2 
well being drilled 150 feet to 
the west to tap a Berea pay of 
oil, had reached the Berea Wed¬ 
nesday. Silberman said the well 
was ready to be finished. 

Drillers of the deep-test struck 
a good show of oil in the Bcre.i 
at about 1,100 feet. This was | 
cased off and drilling was con 
tinued. But Monitor contracted 
with Ben Scott of Liberty to 
drill the Berea well. He moved 
bis rig in immediately and com¬ 
menced drilling last week. 

Monitor also struck a big flow i 
of gas in the Ordavician below f 
the St. Peter at about 4,600 feet. 
This too was cased off and drill I 
ing was continued in the deep 


test well. 

The deep-test well is on the 
Cecil Ison farm at the mouth 
of Ison Creek on Little Fork at 
Stephens in eastern Elliott. 

A deep-test drilled west of 
Sandv Hook a few years ago hit 
granite at 5,300 feet. Thus, Mon 
itor’s well in eastern Elliott, 
about 12 miles away, already is 
3,200 feet deeper than the west¬ 
ern Elliott well, and the gra¬ 
nite has not boon hit yet. 1 his 
indicates the Monitor deep -test 
is in a trough on a sharp down- 
thrust of the Cambrian. 

Monitor is drilling the deep- 
test on a farmout arrangement 
with Ashland Oil. which origin¬ 
ally owned the lease, and with 
Pcr.r.zoil and Sun Oil. 

Monitor is joint owner with 
Ashland of about 18.000 acres 
ir. that area, and more recently 
Monitor acquired 11.400 acres 
of leases in the nearby western 
section of Liwrcncr County pri¬ 
marily on the head of Abb 
Creek and Caines Creek. 

Drill Past Lost Tools 

Dikor Company of Carmi. Ill 
Tuesday finished drilling past 
lost tools in the well of Richard 
Drake on the Nickell lease near 
Adele, and the well now appar 
cntly is readv to finish. Or’"'n-l 
drillers lost tools in the well at 
a depth of 2.004 feet several 
weeks a;o. and all conventional 
efforts to fish them out failed. 
Then Drake hired the Illinois 
firm to drill past the lost tools 
with a rotary rig. 

Drilling was completed at a 
depth of 2 020 feet. Drake said 
Wednesday. The well has a 
good show of oil.

ARH Would Operate 
Hospital With Aid 
Of Local Committee 

The Appalachian Regional 
Hospital System, in a letter 
last week to the Morgan 
County Hospital Board, reite- 
lated an earlier offer to as¬ 
sume operation of the pro¬ 
posed Morgan County Hospi¬ 
tal at West Liberty. 

The letter from ARH sug¬ 
gested that a contract be ne¬ 
gotiated immediately between 
itself and the Morgan Fiscal 
Court so that ARII could take 
charge of administer.ng the 
hospital as soon as construc¬ 
t-on begins. 

The 50-bed hospital is sche¬ 
duled for bid letting this fall. 

A contract with ARH would 
relieve the county of the 
financial burden of operating 
the facility, and the county 
hospital board and the fiscal 
court arc expected to meet 
soon to discuss the matter. 

Should hospital planners 
here decide to accept the of¬ 
fer, the Morgan County faci¬ 
lity would become the 10th 
hospital operated by the Ap¬ 
palachian system in Kentucky 
and West Virginia. 

Local planners have been 
informed that a contract with 
ARH or some similar group 
financially capable of operat¬ 
ing the hospital may be neces¬ 
sary within, the next few 
weeks in order to secure ap¬ 
proval of the construction 
project by the Cave Run Com- 
1 rehensive Health Council. 

The, Comprehensive Health 
Council has demanded assu¬ 
rance that local planners 
have on hand enough operat¬ 
ing capital to see the hospital 
through its first year of ope¬ 
ration. 

Without the approval of the 
f.ve-county health council, the 
hospital would be ineligible 
to benefit from Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield health insurance 
plans. 

A contract with ARH or 
some similar group would 
virtually assure approval by 
the area health council which 
is scheduled to meet in mid- 
July. 

Should ARH assume control 
of the West Liberty hospital, 
the county hospital board 
would continue to serve in 
an advisory capacity. All ad¬ 
ministration decisions, how¬ 
ever. would be made by the 
ARH board. 

i ARH would have charge of 
. all hiring, staffing, mainte¬ 
nance, purchasing, etc. through 
its central office, and its cen¬ 
tral accounting and financing 
system would minimiz-.- finan¬ 
cial difficulties which might 
occur in months when the 
hospital might operate in the 
red. 

Under the system, hospitals 
operating in the black carry 
others over difficult months. 

The letter, signed by T. B. 
Hipkcns, administrator of the 
Appalachian Hospitals, stated 
that a contract to operate the 
Morgan County Hospital w'ould 
be on a lease basis.

RH Life Insurance 
For Disabled Vets 


SIX MONTH 

SAVINGS CERTIFICATES 


A growing number of disabl¬ 
ed veterans have obtained “RI1" 
life insurance policies issued by 
the Veterans Administration. 

Administrator of Veterans Af 
fairs Donald E. Johnson said a 
comparison of statistics for the 
first four months of this year 
with those of the same period 
last year reevals that number 
almost doubled. 

A total of 6 942 RH policies 
with a combined value of $65.5 
million were issued during the 
first four months of this year. 
Last year, the figures were 
3,801 policies worth nearly $35 
million, Johnson said. 

He added that RH is the only 
Government veterans’ life insur¬ 
ance open to new issues, and 
described it as a valuable, low 
cost insurance which provides 
adequate coverage for veterans 
with service-connected disabili¬ 
ties. 

Johnson noted the low cost of 
this insurance. For example. 
Ihe premium for a 25-year old 
veteran on a $10 000 five-year 
term policy is $2.60 a month. 

Coupled with a $10,000 policy 
converted from Servicemen’s 
Group Life Insurance at stand¬ 
ard rates, the disabled peteran 
can carry $20,000 worth of life 
insurance coverage at a com¬ 
paratively low premium rale, 
he pointed out.

Of the approximately 3,900,- 
000 children and students rc- 
j reiving social security benefits, 
hundreds of thousands will take 
summer jobs. All will be finan¬ 
cially better off because of this 
But the amount and duration of 
j their benefits, Thomas R Thom- 
[ pson, social security district 
manager in Ashland, pointed 
out this week. 

The rules to recognize, says 
! Thompson, are these; 

1. If total earnings for the 
i year—both summer jobs and 

other part-time work—are more 
than $1,680, benefits for the 
; year are reduced. 

2. Regardless of total earn¬ 
ings, however, you may receive 
the full benefit in any month in 
which you earn no more than 
$140. 

As a practical matter, there 
is unlikely to be a large redue- 
1 tion in benefits to students with 
pa rt-time summer jobs. Even 
if total earnings exceed $1,680. 
benefits ere cut by only $1 for 
every $2 of earnings between 
$1,680 and $2 880 Only for 
earnings above $2,880 are bene¬ 
fits reduced on a dollar-for- 
dollar basis. And since there'? 
no reduction in benefits for 
any month in which earnings 
are S140 or less, workers in 
part-time summer iobs. Even 
probably eet full benefits for 
most months of the year. 

Whal should a student do 
who finds that his earnings are 
likely to top $1,680 for the ycai ? 
He should get in touch with hi.- 
nearest social security office, 
says Thompson, and get a form 
to report his expected earnings. 
Benefits will be reduced for the 
short period that his earnings 
are relatively high. 

If he fails to do this. Thomp¬ 
son emphasized, he will have to 
make an adjustment after the 
end of the year. And this could 
turn out to he more of a hard¬ 
ship to the student than keeping 
earnings and benefits in proper 
balance as he works.
